100 DIE IN CHOLERA EPIDEMIC

Plague Spreads From Hongkong to 
Macao and Up the Pearl River 
to Canton.

HONGKONG, Aug. 19.—A cholera 
epidemic was reported in an area 
of several hundred square miles on 
the South China coast today, in- 
cluding this British haven for refu- 
gees from the Shanghai warfare. 

The plague appeared in the Hong- 
kong crown colony, spread to the 
Portuguese Colony of Macao, on a 
mainland peninsula, and reached 
out up the Pearl River to.

Of 136 reported cases of cholera 
last week, 82 already have been 
fatal.

The Health Bureau under League 
of Nations auspices disclosed that 
35 cholera victims had died in Ma- 
cao and 32 in Canton in the week 
ending last Saturday. 

Advices from Singapore, British 
straits settlements colony, said med- 
ical authorities there were prepar- 
ing a shipment of 250 liters of anti- 
cholera vaccine for the _ stricken 
area.

The Chinese braved savage bom- 
bardment from the air, warships 
and batteries asore as they drove 
their Mnes forward. 

Military experts said that if the 
Chinese reached the waterfront 
and held their new lines the posi- 
tion of the Japanese between the 
Whangpoo and Soochow Creek 
would be precarious. 

Soochow Creek forms the boun< 
dary between the Japanese section 
of the International Settlement and 
the western districts guarded by 
American marines and British in- 
fantry, standing behind strong bar- 
ricades to prevent incursions by 
either army. 

Regular Army Troops Land. 

Japanese lines were badly bent 
about a mile east of the Astor 
House Hotel, at the junction of 
Soochow Creek and the Whangpoo. 
Tanks and armored cars were 
rushed into the breach as the Japa- 
nese marines gave ground. 

A heavily reinforced Japanese 
army took the offensive in an at- 
tempt to cut Shanghai off from 
Woosung and the Yangtze River, 
It was the first time regular troops 
of the Japanese army had entered 
the fighting. 

The troops arrived from Japan 
yesterday morning, and as addition- 
al units landed they were pushed 
into the battle. Heretofore the land 
fighting has been by marines and 
sailors from the warships in the 
harbor. 

Seven troopships landed Japan- 
ese re-inforcements and war sup- 
plies on the Whangpoo waterfront. 
Sixteen more transports with 20,000 
soldiers aboard were reported at 
the mouth of the Yangtze, ready to 
attempt a landing under cover of 
darkness and the guns of their 
battle fleet. 

At least two divisions from 
Japan were reported to be entering 
the Shanghai campaign immediate- 
ly and 60,000 more men were un- 
derstood under route under orders 
for Shanghai. 

Chinese Await Invaders. 

It was believed the Japanese at- 
tempt to land would be at Liuho, 
on the Yangtze 17 miles northwest 
of here, where in 1932 the Japanese 
army effected a landing and broke 
stubborn ‘Chinese resistance. 

Two Chinese divisions were re- 
ported entrenched there to fight off 
the invaders. 

The Chinese thrust came in the 
midst of Japan’s first major offen- 
sive, in the Kiangwan area of 


North Shanghai where Shanghai's 
great civic center is. There, the 
Chinese apparently were holding 
' their own against Japanese infan- 
| try, artillery, naval and air at- 
tacks. 
| Meanwhile the Japanese sought 
to cut off the Chinese in Shanghai 
from help from the Yangtze, to the 
north.

EFFORT 10 REVIVE 
WAGE-HOUR BILL 
LINELY 10 FAIL 


House Leadership Said to 
Be Opposed to Effort to 
Force Action by Cau- 
cus. 


OPPOSITION LED 
BY SOUTHERNERS 


Speaker Bankhead Report- 
ed to Have Promised to 
Refuse to Permit Mention 
of Measure.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — With 
Congress hoping that adjournment 
is only 48 hours away, the destiny 
of the minimum wage and hours 
bill for the current session became 
even more problematical with 
Speaker Bankhead’s press confer- 
ence this morning, the importance 
of which was indicated by the un- 
usual presence of Majority Leader 
Rayburn and Chairman O’Connor 
of the Rules Committee. 

The Speaker said a caucus of 
the Democratic majority would be 
held at 8 o’clock tonight, but that 
while the caucus might direct re- 
calcitrant members of the Rules 
Committee to report the wage-hour 
bill, it had no power to enforce that 
instruction. 

Chairman O'Connor, who said re- 
ecently on the floor of the House 
that he was still laboring with the 
obstructionist members of his com- 
mittee, was asked whether he could 
report progress. 

“Situation Unchanged.” 

“None,” he replied. “The situa- 
tion inside the committee remains 
precisely what it was.” He agreed 
with the Speaker that while the 


caucus might issue recommenda- 
tions or even commands to mem- 
bers of the Rules Committee, its ac- 
tion would not be binding on them. 

Chairman Doughton of the Demo- 
cratic caucus explained to the writ- 
er the curious arithmetic governing 
the proceedings of this body. In 
the first place, it is mandatory on 
him to call a meeting of the caucus 
in case he is called on to do so by 
a petition bearing the names of 50 
members. The petition now before 
him contains 91 signatures. 

im * second place, a caucus is 
not legal unless it is attended by a 
majority of its members. The Dem- 
ocratic representation in the House 
is 332, so that unless at least 167 
members put in an appearance to- 
night, the caucus will be automatic- 
ally void. This is 76 more than the 
total of signatures obtained for the 
petition by the member who circu- 
lated it Tuesday, Congressman 
Mead (Dem.), New York. 

Next, no resolution adopted by a 
caucus is binding unless it carries 
the votes of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. Supposing that only 
the minimum majority of 167 Con- 
gressmen attends tonight’s meeting. 
Then 111 yotes, or 20 more than 
the petition’s signatures, would be 
necessary to make any decision as 
to the wage-hour bill even ostensi- 
bly binding. Finally, admitted 
Doughton, such a two-thirds bal- 
lot, though legal, would have no 
power to enforce itself on the Rules 
Committee. 


Southerners in Opposition. 
The purpose of the caucus, ac- 
cording to its promoters, is to take 
steps to compel the Rules Commit- 


tee to report out the wage-hour 
bill, where it has been smothered 
by an adverse vote of a majority 
of its 10 Democratic and four Re- 
publican members. The obstruct- 
ing Democrats. are mostly South- 
erners, 
This enterprise, embodying a re- 
- volt of the Democratic House ma- 
jority against its Rules Committee, 
is under a double fre. The South- 
ern members of the committee and 
their friends are to be cam- 
paigning quietly to persuade 
enough members to stay away from 
the caucus to prevent its being le- 
gal. The House leadership, on the 


other hand, is said to oppose the | 


caucus as a gesture doomed to fu- 
tility. 

Equally futile, in the administra- 
tion view, would be any attempt to 
call the bill up in the House under 
the present suspension of the rules. 
The House leadership is so con- 
vinced that it could not muster the 
two-third majority necessary to in- 
troduce the bill under present con- 
ditions that Speaker Bankhead is 
said to have given a pledge to rec- 
ognize no member rising to broach 
the wage-hour bill. He is declared 
to have made this promise when 
Chairman O'Connor the other day 
introduced a resolution suspendin 
the rules for the remainder of the 
session. 

Speaker Bankhead declared him- 
self unable to state what would be 
the proceedings of tonight’s cau- 
cus. Gossip about the House has 
it that Congressman Healey 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, will speak 
on behalf of the majority and de- 
mand action against the Rules 
Committee. He will be answered, 
the report continues, by an admin- 
istration Representative, possibly 
Majority Leader Reyburn, who wil] 
point out the unavoidable useless- 
ness of such @ measure.

BRITAIN, FRANCE, SEEK 
TRUCE IN SHANGHAI 


Belligerents to Be Urged to 
Abandon Lines and Let For- 
eign Nations Guard Interests. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 19. — France joined 
Great Britain today in proposing 


an immediate truce in the battle 
between China and Japan at Shang- 
hai. 

The Foreign Ministry, on receipt 
of the British suggestion, at once 
sent a note of approval to London. 

It was understood China and 
Japan be asked to abandon their 
Shanghai lines and leave England, 
France and the United States to 
safeguard the interests of the war- 
ring nations. 

British press reports from Nan- 
king said the proposed truce in- 
volved complete withdrawal of 
Japanese land and naval forces 
from Shanghai and withdrawal of 
Chinese troops from a neutral zone 
to be designated. 

The Nanking reports said Britain 
was understood to be seeking the 
co-operation and joint responsibil- 
ity of the United States, France, 
Italy and Germany. 


TWO EAST ST. LOUIS MEN 
CHARGED WITH KIDNAPING 


They Are Accused of Bringing Girl 
Here and Forcing Her to 
Marry Blind Musician. 


Warrants charging kidnaping 
were issued in East St. Louis yes- 


terday against the Rev. Milton 
Crockett and Sharker Swift, a la- 
borer, Negroes of Brooklyn, IIl. 

The State’s Attorney’s office, 
which requested Justice of the 
Peace William Kane to issue the 
warrants, said the charge grew out 
of a marriage performed by the 
minister in St. Louis Aug. 10 This 
was the wedding, the office said, 
of Ted Darby, blind musician in a 
Brooklyn night club, and Samella 
Hoskin, dancer at the club, both 
Negroes. Darby is 22 years old and 
his bride is 16. 

A complaint by the girl that she 
was taken to St. Louis against her 
will by Swift, who she said threat- 
ened her unless she agreed to the 
marriage, resulted in issuance of 
the warrants. The State’s Attor- 
ney’s office was also investigating 
the possibility that kidnaping stat- 
utes might be invoked in such a 
case because of the new Illinois 
laws requiring marriage license ap- 
plicants to give notice of intention 
to wed and undergo physical ex- 
aminations to show freedom from 
venereal diseases. 

Swift, held by East St. Louis po 
lice, said he took the Hoskin girl 
to St. Louis at her own request. 
Crockett, released on $1000 bond, 
also denied the girl was married 
against her will. 


BURKE BLOCKS SENATE ACTION 
ON HOUSE NATURAL GAS BILL 


Nebraska Senator Wants More In- | 


formation on Regulation

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Sena- 
tor Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
blocked Senate action today on a 
House-approved bill to give 
Federal Power Commission author- 
ity to regulate transportation and 
Sale of natural gas in interstate 
commerce. 

Burke, who objected to approving 
the measure by unanimous consent.

GOV. GRAVES EXPECTED 
TO NAME WIFE SENATOR 


Pair Arrive in Washington— 
Black Gets Commission 
as Associate Justice.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — Mrs. 
Dixie Graves, wife of the Governor 
of Alabama, was in the capital 
today, ready to serve her state as 
Senator if appointed by her hus- 
band. 

Gov. and Mrs. Graves arrived by 
airplane from Montgomery last 
night. Both refused to say whether 
she would be selecteac to fill the 
vacancy that will arise when Sen- 
ator Hugo L. Black resigns to join 
the Supreme Court. 

Alabama Congressmen, hewever, 
said Mrs. Graves would get the 
appointment. In addition, Mr. and 
Mrs. Graves let fail these state- 
ments when they paused in Atlanta 
on the way here: 

Gov. Graves: “I think she can 
fill any job anybody could fill.” 

Mrs. Graves: “I think it takes 
women as well as men—this busi- 
ness of life.” 

The Governor arranged to visit 
President Roosevelt, presumably to 
discuss a successor to Black, whose 
term expires in January, 1939. 

At the Alabama capital it was 
said Graves probably would vall a 
special election to fill the remainder 
of the term next Aug. lL Thus the 
person appointed by the Governor 
now would complete thi: session of 
Congress and probably serve 
throughout the next one. Mrs. 
Graves is 55 years old. 

Alabama law requires that in the 
event of a vacancy the call for 
election must be made forthwith, 
but the Governor may fix any date 
for it he sees fit. 

The Senate this year has had only 
one woman member, Mrs. Hattie 
Caraway of Arkansas. 

Senator Black received from 
President Roosevelt today his com- 
mission as an Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court. 

The Alabaman, dressed in a white 
summer suit, left a White House 
luncheon conference with the Pres- 
ident carrying the commission in a 
cardboard container. 

He said he thought he would take 
the oath late today or tomorrow 
but was undecided about details. 

He said he would resign from the 
Senate at about the time he was 
sworn and that copies would go to 
both Governor Graves of his State 
and Vice-President Garner.

Consul General Insists That 
Whangpoo River Must 
Not Be Closed to Evacu- 


ating Americans.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 19.—American

ated to the sea. 

United States Consul-General 
Clarence E. Gauss told Japanese 
naval authorities that traffic be- 
tween Shanghai and Woosung—the 
gateway to the sea and safety for 
thousands of Americans—must be 
unrestricted. 

As the Japanese started their of- 
fensive Vice-Admiral Kiyoshi Hase- 
gawa, commander of the Japanese 
fleet operating against Shanghai, 
notified the American authorities 
the Japanese navy desired to re- 
strict traffic on the Whangpoo 
River. Nearly 1000 Americans have 
left the city. 

Gauss replied that such action 
could not be countenanced. Other 
foreign authorities were understood 
to have taken a similar stand. 

Admiral Hasegawa's communica- 
tion declared the Japanese flagship 
Idzumo had been placed in mid- 
stream and that the south channel 
facing Pootung would be closed to 
traffic regardless of nationality. 
Traffic in the north channel, he 
added, would be subject to Japan- 
ese regulation. 

The American reply was rushed 
by special messenger over the Gar- 
den Bridge across Soochow creek, 
the only means of communication 
with the Japanese-occupied areas 
to the north. 

United States authorites also re- 
jected Chinese attempts to inter- 
fere with movements of American 
ships on the river. 

The Nanking Foreign Office no- 
tified representatives of foreign 
Powers that unless they moved 
their naval vessels now in Shang- 
hai harbor five miles away from 
any Japanese men-0’-war or com- 
pelied the latter to move such a 
distance away China could not be 
responsible for the consequences.” 

This notification replied to the 
Powers’ complaints that recent 
bombings by Chinese aircraft en- 
dangered neutral warcraft. 

City on War Basis. 

This metropolis of 3,5v0,000 per- 
sons went on a truly war basis to- 
day. Public utilities supplying the 
essentials of the city’s life and ac- 
tivity ordered utmost conservation 
of services. 

The huge plant of the American- 
owned Shanghai Power Co. ordered 
every possible economy. The plant, 
which supplies Shanghai with light 
and power, is on the banks of the 
Whangpoo, deep within the Japan- 
ese-occupied territory. 

The operators disclosed that coal 
supplies were running low and that 
emergency oil installations were. be- 
ing rushed to maintain operations. 
The city will be virtually lightless 
henceforth with the main current 
restricted to hospitals, evacuation 
stations and the like. 

Foreign communities already 
have gone on wartime rations. The 
American Club, which has become 
the great downtown center of 
American interests, is feeding large 
numbers of people. 

Reinforcements are being rushed 
here for the International Settle- 
ment guard. The arrival of 1200 ad- 
ditional French soldiers from Indo- 
China is expected momentarily. 
They will increase the total of for- 
eign troops in Shanghai to about 
7000, with 4000 more on the war- 
ships lying in the harbor. These 
do not include the Japanese. 

The United States has 1900 
marines, Great Britain 2100 sol- 
diers, and France 1700 soldiers and 
sailors. 

Soviet Paper Suppressed. 

The Soviet-owned Daily Herald, 
which published both Russian and 
Chinese editions, was suppressed by 
the settlement police on a charge of 
disseminating false reports and in- 
citing riots.

Fires in Battle Zone. 

Fires raged all over the battle 
zone, throwing up a giant curtain 
of smoke between Kiangwan and 
Shanghai. Massed squadrons of 
Japanese bombers harassed the en- 
tire area from Chapei to Kiang- 
wan on the west bank of 
Wmhangpoo and Pootung on the 
east. 

Much of the damage to Pootung 
came from the guns of two Japan- 
ese destroyers, which slipped into 
strategic positions alongside the U. 
S. cruiser Augusta during the night 
with their lights blacked out. 

Japan's warships, strung out in 
the Whangpoo River and the Yang- 
tze estuary for 50 miles to the sea, 
gave Shanghai the appearance of a 
beleaguered city. 

Chinese Rushing in Troops. 

One foreign observer made the 
astounding estimate that 800,000 
Chinese soldiers have been concen- 
trated at Nanking, up the Yangtze 
from Shanghai. They were being 
rushed to the battle zone as rapidly 
as trucks and railroads could move. 

Latest estimates placed the num- 
ber of Chinese regular army men 
operating in the Shanghai area at 
more than 100,000, with irregulars 
swelling ther ranks. 

The Japanese bombed the rail- 
road bridge at Quinsan, where 
Chinese troops have been concen- 
trating in large numbers, and crip- 
pled railroad communication  be- 
tween Nanking and Shanghai. The 
China Merchants’ Corporation 
wharves at Pootung were seized by 
the Japanese in retliation for the 
scuttling of six Japanese warships. 

At Nanking, Gen. Mao Peng-tsou, 
field commander of the Chinese air 
force, declared 34 Japanese planes, 
including 24 heavy bombers, had 
been shot down during the battle 
here. No Chinese planes, he said, 
had been shot down although one 
had crashed and three were dam- 
aged on the ground. 

Chinese officials expressed the 
belief additional Japanese planes, 
known to have been hit, may have 
crashed in remote localities or 
fallen into the sea. Gen. Mao esti- 
mated the Japanese had lost 150 
airmen compared to Chinese losses 
of three killed and eight wounded. 

Japanese reports said a Chinese 
powder magazine and arsenal at 
Nanking had exploded when it was 
bombed by raiding Japanese planes. 
A fire was said to be raging there.

Americans Entering City on Liners Under 
Crossfire—$5,000,000 Civic Center 
Wrecked by Bombs.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 19.—Some 300 
other American~ besides myself, 
twice targets of Chinese snipers, 


witnessed scenes of rampant de 
struction and slaughter a few hun 
dred yards from our ship, the Dol- 
lar line President McKinley, on 


my arrival yesterday. 

We watched great sheets of fire 
rising from ruined areas of the 
city and bombings by squadrons of 
Japanese planes. 

Coming up the 50 miles to Shang- 
hai by liner and tender along the 
Yangtse and Whangpoo Rivers 
from the China Sea I counted 38 
Japanese: destroyers, six ¢ruisers, 
four dreadnoughts, an airplane car- 
rier and numerous gunboats. All 
the gunboats were cleared for ac- 
tion. Decks, pilot houses anc tur- 
retg were barricaded with sand 
bags. 

Japan’s Navy Crowds River. 

I saw only a few Japanese ships 
at anchor. Most of the destroyers 
and gunboats darted up and down 
the Whangpoo, exchanging fire 
with Chinese snipers on the shore. 

It seemed as though fully half 
of Japan’s navy was clogging that 
vital waterway. 

We arrived amid a terrific bom- 
bardment, by far the worst, I was

told, in the six days of incessant 
Along the shore, as far as 
we could see, great sheets of fire, 
dense columns of smoke and im- 
penetrable clouds of dust were ris- 
ing from ruins of Chinese areas. 
despite a bright noonday sun the sky 
was blackened along parts of the 
waterfront. 

The Woosung forts were silent, 
in strange contrast with 1932 when 
they held the Japanese forces at 
bay for weeks. 

A short distance below Woosung, 
the passengers saw .he China Mer- 
chants’ Corporation: wharves sud- 
denly engulfed in flame after a 
terrific Japanese air bombing. 

Air Raids Unhindered. 

It seemed like a field day for 
the Japanese aviators. They r.'*- 
ed scattered objectives without let- 
up and without hindrance. Their 
relentless bombings brought to 
mind the Italian air raids in Ethi- 
opia. 

Passengers of the McKinley 
came under fire four times. Twice, 
Chinese snipers deliberately fired 
on them, apparently mistaking the 


line’s tender for a Japanese craft 
despite huge Ame ican flags fly- 
ing from her mas’ and_ spread 
over its deck: like awnings. 

Twice, it appeared, tue President 
McKinley itself was caught in a 
crossfire from ~hinese and Japa- 
nese guns. A rain vf bombs from 
Japanese ,lanes fell dangerously 
close and Chinese bullets whistled 
through the rigging from shore bat- 
teries peppering the river full of 
Japanese destroyers. 

Refugees Lie on Decks. 

After taking inward-bound pas- 
sengers to Shanghai, the tender re- 
turned to the President McKinley 
with outward-bound refugees. 

The latter—294 Americans, most 
of them women and children—were 
panic stricken when bullets began 
splattering around the vessel. They 
dropped to their 
deck, afraid even to stand long 
enough to dash for safety below. 

United States Marine guai : 
made the round trip on the tender 
from Shanghai to the McKinley’s 
Woosung anchorage. and back. 
They tried to reassure the refu- 
gees and about 50 American and 
other possengers coming to Shang- 
hai from the liner. 

Some of the McKinley's arriv- 
ing passengers, after witnessing the 
furious hostilities, stayed aboard. 
When the McKinley later weighed 
anchor for Manila every inch of 
space aboard was taken. 

Immense Devastation. 

The devastation and loss of life 
that we watched must have been 
enormous. Thousands of Chinese 
were trapped in Yangtzepoo, Cha- 
pei, Kiangwang and Pootung under 
an inferno of high explosives and 
incendiary bombs dropped by whole 
squadrons of Curtiss-Falcon-type 
Japanese bombers. 

The magnificent Shanghai civic 
center, a special target of the Jap- 
anese bombers, was wrecked by air 
bombs. A new group of classic 
Chinese-style buildings, it had cost 
$5,000,000 in gold to build. 

I estimated that at least 30 Jap- 
anese bombers formed the roving 
squadrons that bombed an area ap- 
proximately 15 miles square, all 
within greater Shanghai itself but 
all outside the international] areas. 

Several Japanese shvlls fell near 
the RCA-Victor factory while I 
was watching. Every wincow was 
shattered. I learned later that all 
American employes of the plant 
were safe.

Board Defends Private Sale. 

The board, in its statement, de- 
clared it had acted within its legal 
powers in approving the private 
sale to Baum, Bernheimer & Co. 
without competitive bids; that Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Harris, State Audi- 
tor Smith and Attorney-General 
McKittrick were not aware of the 
pledges made by Gov. Stark and 
State Treasurer Winn that any fur- 
ther bond sales would be by pub- 
lic bids; that the bipartisan Ad- 
visory Board of the State Building 
Commission had urged immediate 
sale of the bonds to provide neces- 
sary funds for construction of State 
eleemosynary and penal institution 
buildings, and that the premium 
received in the sale compared favor- 
ably with premiums received in pre- 
vious State bond sales. 

The text of the statement issued 
by the board follows: 


“The constitutional amendment 
authorizing the sale of ten million 
dollars of bonds for the purpose of 
erecting State buildings and extra 
session act of Missouri 1933-34 on 
Page 107 show that the State Board 
of Fund Commissioners is not re- 
quired to advertise for bids for the 
sale of bonds, nor is there anything 
therein forbidding the receiving of 
bids for the sale of bonds at a pri- 
vate sale. Therefore, the board’s 
action in receiving a bid without 
advertising therefor and offering 
the $3,000,000 in bonds for $100,000 
premium, $3,100,000 total, was legal 
and perfectly proper. and the mem- 
bers thereof were wholly within 
their legal rights and acting ac- 
cording to the law of the State. 


“In view of the experience that 
the board has had in public sale 
of bonds, the members did not feel 
justified in taking the chance of 
advertising for bids when it had a 
definite cash offer that would as- 
sure the State an additional $100,000 
premium to enable it to complete 
the power plant at the penitentiary 
and save the expense of purchasing 
light and power. # 


No Knowledge of Promise. 

“In April, when Gov. Stark and 
State Treasurer Winn wrote to an 
individual in St. Louis stating that 
the sale of bonds would be at pub- 
lice sale, that was the thought and 
belief of all the members of the 
board. However, Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Harris, State Auditor Smith 
and Attorney-General McKittrick 
had not been informed that these 
letters had been written, and, there- 
fore, at the time of the alleged sale 
had no knowledge that such a prom- 
ise had been madé.

Arthur Schading, Aid and Lat- 
ter Questioned About Bomb- 
ing of Sign Concern. 


Arthur Schading, portly chief 
business agent of the electricians’ 
union, and his brawny assistant, 
August Loepker, were released on 
$1000 bonds yesterday after they 
had been questioned at Police 
Headquarters, but as they walked 
out the door their bondsman was 
arrested for questioning. 

He said he was Kenneth Korko-

Po- 
lice questioned all three about Sun- 
day night’s bombing of the Langan 
Sign Manufacturing Co., 6436 Clay- 
ton avenue. All denied any 
knowledge of the bombing. 

Korkoian, held overnight at head- 
quarters, was released this after- 
noon. His bond was signed by a 
professional] surety. 

Schading suggested to Chief oc’ 
Detectives John J. Carroll: “If 
you'll give me two armed detec- 
tives—no, one armed detective—I'll 
solve it for you.” 

With a chuckle, Chief Carroll let 
the opportunity pass, but asked 
Schading: “What about this two- 
gun stuff?” a reference to testi- 
mony at an injunction suit hearing 
last week that Schading exhibited 
revolvers at meetings with em- 
ployers to discuss labor problems. 


Schading Calls It “Publicity.” 


Schading said the testimony that 
he exhibited revolvers was “trumped 
up for publicity” and said as soon 
as he had an opportunity in court 
he would deny it. When asked 
about the same testimony at the 
time of the hearing, Schading told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he was a 
deputy State game warden and en- 
titled to carry arms at the time of 
the incidents mentioned. 

The union business agent told 
Carroll he had “a theory of his 
own” about the two bombings of 
advertising sign companies which 
are in dispute with his union. His 
theory was, he said, that no one con- 
nected with the union had _ any- 
thing to do with the bombings, but 
that gangsters were trying’ to 
“shake down” someone. 

Loepker reminded Carroll of a 
conversation they had a few months 
ago. “You told me to be a good 
boy,” said Loepker, “and believe me 
that’s exactly what I'm doing.” 


The Case of Kauffman. 


The union’s president, Frank 
Kauffman, who is chief electrician 
at Police Headquarters, also is seek- 
ing to find out who was respon- 
sible for the bombings. Kauffman 
has been told by Albert Bond Lam- 
bert, president of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, to quit the 
union presidency or his police de- 
partment job, but is hopeful that 
by solving the bombings he can 
keep both jobs. 

“Whatever Kauffman does,” 
Schading said yesterday at Police 
Headquarters,” he will do it work- 
ing with me.” 

Schading’s union, Local No. 1 of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, and another 
American Federation of Labor 
union, Local No. 732 of the Sign 
Hangers, are engaged in a jurisdic- 
tional dispute as to which union 
shall get the work of hanging elec- 
tric signs. Companies which em- 
ploy union sign hangers are seek- 
ing an injunction to restrain the 
electricians’ union from interfering 
with their business.

UPROAR AT LABOR BOARD 
HEARING ENDED BY RECESS 


Principals in National Steel Co. In- 
quiry Wave Fists and 
Shout Charges. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—The Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board hearing 
of charges against the Inland Steel 
Co. was received today in an up- 
roar, with principals waving fists 
and shouting charges. 

Frederick Burnham of company 
counsel accused Examiner Charles 
A. Wood of making the record one- 
sided, and Wood charged Burnham 
with making false statements for 
the record. 

Wood abruptly ordered a recess 
for lunch while the uproar was at 
its. height. 

The board is hearing a complaint 
that the steel company violated the 
Wagner Act by refusing to sign a 
collective bargaining agreement 
with the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, a C I O unit. So far 
1300 witnesses have been listed sub- 
ject to call. Of that number 225 
have testified. The record of testi- 
mony already has reached 1,750,000 
‘words. 

The company contends a written 
contract never was submitted for 
signing, and thst the Wagner Act 
requires no agreements in writing. 


APPROPRIATION INCREASE 
OF $1,290,083,000 EXPECTED 


Comparative Figures, However, Do 
Not Include Last Year’s Bonus 
Payments. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Con- 
gress will have appropriated $1,- 
290,089,000 more this year than last, 
exclusive of the 1936 soldiers’ bonus, 
Chairman Glass of Virginia of the 
Appropriations Committee told the 
Senate today. 

Glass filed for the record figures 
showing appropriations for this 
year of approximately $9,389,488,893. 
The total was based on an estimate 
of $116,820,488 for the third defi- 
ciency appropriation which has not 
yet passed the Senate. The total 
would be $946,910,379.59 less than 
last year. In last year’s total, how- 
ever,.was $2,237,000,000 for the bo- 
nus payments. 

The amount appropriated this 
year, it is estimated, would be $196,- 
131,016 less than the ~President’s 
budget estimates. Part of the re- 
duction was effected by making 
unexpended balances available, 
leaving a net cut of $85,613,166.51 
below the estimates. 


MRS. CRAVENS' CAREER

Radio News Commentator Says 
Broker First Encouraged, 
Later Opposed It. 


Mrs. Kathryn Cravens, news 
commentator on a national radio 
program, formerly an actress, filed 
suit for divorce in Circuit Court 
yesterday against Rutherford R. 


Cravens, department manager with 
the brokerage firm of Stifel Nico- 
laus & Co., who she charged had 
first encouraged, then opposed her 
professional career. 

Charging general indignities, Mrs. 
Cravens said her husband severely 
citicised and condemned her feel- 
ings and aspirations, and constant- 
ly nagged and argued with her 
about them. At one time he en- 
couraged her career as a radio art- 
ist, she said, and induced her to 
undertake the work and make pro- 
fessional engagements.

Nine-Hour Debate on Bill. 

It took the House nine hours to 
debate the housing measure, which 
opponents—most Republicans and 
some Democrats—contended would 
aid the cities at the expense of 
rural sections. Sponsors quoted a 
provision that funds would be used 
wherever needed. 

In brief, the n.easure as passed 
by the House provides: 

Loans to state and municipal 
agencies for developing low-rate 
housing or slum clearance proj- 
ects, with communities. putting 
up 15 per cent of construction 
costs.

Capital grants up to 2° per cent 
of development costs. Annual 
subsidies, of ..hich communities 
would contribute 25 per cent.

$700,000,000 bond issue. 

Limitation of cost to $5000 a 

dwelling unit. The Senate set a 
$4000 limit, with a maximum of 
$1000 a room. 

Limitation of funds for one 
state to 10 per cent of the total. 
The Senate figure was 20 per 
cent.

|HEAD OF THE GREEK CHURCH 
IN RUMANIA ASSAILS JEWS 


Former Regent Charges They Have 
Caused Epidemic of Corruption 
and Social Unrest.

BUCHAREST, Aug. 18.—A strong 
stand against the Jews has been 
taken by the Greek Orthodox 
Church of Rumania. Its supreme 
head, Patriarch Miron Christea, a 


former Rumanian regent, declared 
today Jews had caused an epidemic 
of corruption and social unrest. 

“To defend ourselves is a nation- 
al and patriotic duty not anti-semi- 
tic,” he continued. “It is logical 
and holy to react against them. To 
dislocate Arabs from their homes 
in Palestine for the sake of the 
Jew is neither right nor humane. 
The duty of a Christian is to love 
himself first and to see that his 
needs are satisfied. Only then can 
he help his neighbor if he ap- 
proaches him with a clean soul and 
in a spirit of good neighborliness.” 

The statement was published in 
the Bucharest Daily Curentul which 
interviewed the patriarich on the 
Jewish problem. The whole nation- 
al press reproduced the statement 
on the front page.

Joint Stock Land Bank 


Gets Illinois Oil Rights 


Holders of Bonds to Benefit if Petroleum Is 
Found on Farms Acquired by 
Foreclosure. 


Oil beneath Illinois farm lands 
whose crop yields were not suffi- 
cient to pay mortgages is likely to 
prove to be an unexpected boon to 
holders of bonds of the St. Louis 
Joint Stock Land Bank. 

S. L. Cantley, receiver for the 
bank, which has been in liquidation 
for five years, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today the bank had ac- 
quired through foreclosure about 
6000 acres of farm land in the gen- 
eral vicinity of the oil field now be- 


nois. 

The bank has sold several farms 
in that section recently, 
said, and in each transaction re- 
served at least half of the mineral, 
oil and gas rights. It has had cf- 
fers for oil leases but, except in 
two instances where the granting of 
leases was necessary to obtain clear 
titles, has refused to enter into 
leases, holding out for prices better 
than those offered.

In 
ordinary circumstances it would be 
expected that ultimately many of 
| these loans would be foreclosed. 
Oil lease revenues have enabled 
some farmers to pay up these de- 
linquent loans, Cantley said. 

The bank, which had $18,134,500 
in bonds outstanding when it went 
into receivership, has so far paid 
bondholders 40 per cent of their 
claims. Assets which Fad a book 
value of $15,145,893 have been liqui- 
dated, and assets with a book value 
of about $5,750,000 remain to be 
liquidated. 

In addition to the $7,253,800 
which has been paid to bondhold- 
ers. the receiver had $2,201,878 in 
cash on hand on the date of his 
last report, June 30.

— A 
shortage of $22,751 in the ac- 
counts of Roy E. Grubbs, former 
Moberly City Collector now serving

The shortage extends over a four- 
year period from April 19, 1933 to 
April 3, 1937, during which time 
Grubbs served two two-year terms 


as City Collector. For his first 
term, April 19, 1933, to April 15, 
1935, the auditors reported him 
short $6908. For his second term, 
April 15, 1935, to April 3, 1937, the 
shortage was reported at $15,843. 


Records Lost by Fire. 


The auditors also reported this 
did not represent the full amount 
of the shortage, as 1936 tax rec- 
ords, liquor and merchants’ licenses, 
insurance and dray licenses and 
special tax records for 1936 were 
destroyed by a fire in the Collec- 
tors’ office April 4, 1937, and@ thus 
could not be checked. City officials 
estimated, however, that should a 
check of those records have been 
possible, the total shortage would 
have been more than $30,000. 


The shortage in Collector Grubbs’ 
accounts was disclosed here April 
5, following a “flash” fire in his of- 
fice the night before. Grubbs was 
arrested April 5 for questioning, 
after officers had found the com- 
bination knocked from the safe in 
his office, his records strewn about 
the floor in front of the safe, and 
evidences of arson. 


He first asserted the office had 
been robbed of between $500 and 
$600 in city funds, and $360 in per- 
sonal funds. After only a short 
period of questioning, however. he 
admitted setting the fire after

TAKES MATCH

NEWPORT, R. IL. Aug. 19.—Don 
Budge, the United States Davis Cup 
ace, gained the semi-final round of 
the Newport Casino Tennis Tourna- 
ment with a hard earned 10-8, 7-5, 
3-6, 6-3 victory over steady John 
McDiarmid. the Princeton Univer- 
sity instructor, who played excel- 
lently from start to finish.

Macaulay wrote his celebrated 
letter and three others along the 
game line, to Randall, biographer 
of Thomas Jefferson, after Randall 
sent him an autograph of George 
Washington, and copies of his four- 
volume history of conolonial New 
York State. 

Randall was Secretary of State 
in New York from 1851 to 1853 and 
greatly influenced agriculture in 
the period with his treatises on 
sheep husbandry. 

In one of his speeches on the 
letters, Garfield noted ironically 
that 10 years after they were writ- 
ten, England herself extended suf- 
frage to 800,000 persons who had 
never been able to vote before.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — The

U.S. PORK IMPORTS GREATER 
THAN EXPORTS FOR FIRST TIME 


Combination of Drouth and High 

Hog Prices Responsible Says 

Government. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. — For 
the first time in history, the Agri- 
culture Department reported today, 
the United States is importing more 
pork than is exported. 

In the first nine months of this 
marketing year, the department 
said, exports totaled 45,000,000 
pounds against imports of 52,000,- 
000 pounds. Pork exports averaged 
211,000,000 pounds and imports, 6,- 
000,000 in the five years of 1928-32. 

Department economists said the 
usual situation resulted from a com- 
bination of drouth and high hog 
prices. Drouth sent feed costs up 
and caused early marketing of 
hogs, they said, and recovery and 
short supplies have boosted do- 
mestic hog prices to a peak for the 
last 10 years, thus attracting im- 
ports.

PROPOSAL IN CANADA 


Bar Association, However, Sug- 
gests Supreme Court Justices 
Be Available as Advisers. 


TORONTO, Aug. 19. (Canadian 
Press)—A proposa! to retire elderly 
members of Canada’s Supreme 
Court but keep them available as 
advisory Justices came before the 
Canadian Bar Association in con- 
vention here yesterday.

Japanese Ambassador Mamoru 
Shigemitsu was accused today by 
Pravda, the official Communist 
party newspaper, of abusing his 
diplomatic rank by spreading sec- 
ret anti-Communist propaganda in 
the Soviet capital. 

Pravda, charging Shigemitsu with 
“unbecoming conduct,” hinted 
broadly that propagandist activities 
would not be tolerated. 

“If Shigemitsu is inclined to 
write,” the newspaper saic, “we 
suggest he find another outlet for 
his talent, because his work is not 
becoming either to the Ambassador 
or to the big country he _ repre- 
sents.” 

The reference was to a state- 
ment which Shigemitsu handed to

| GENEVA, Aug. 19.—The prelimi- 
nary report of the League Mandates 
Commission, concluded today, 
i'showed that the principle of par- 
‘tition of Palestine is admitted. 

| Despite elaborate efforts to hush 
‘up this recommendations until the 


next month, news leaked out today 
from those who saw the report, 
that before the realization of the 


principle of partition takes place, 
the Mandates Commission proposes 
that Britain should be asked to di- 
vide the actual mandate into two 
/parts, one for Arabs, and the other 
for Jews. 

| But this division of the mandate 
which would still remain under 
| British control in both cases, would 
be for a transitory period, the exact 
‘length of time of which has been 
left undetermined by the Mandates 
Commission. 

It is heard in League circles that 
‘the Mandates Commission will first 
_await the League Council agree- 
‘ment to partition of Palestine in 
principle on this basis, before ven- 
turing to make any suggestions in 
regard to amendments of the tran- 
sitory period. Nevertheless, the 
tenor of the report and its insist- 
ence on the necessary factors for 
peace and order being present be- 


fore establishing two separate in- 
dependent states in Palestine, leads 
one to believe that there is a ten- 
dency in the Mandates Commission 
against too short a transitory pe- 
riod. ;, 
The Mandates Commission’s rec- 
ommendations show a desire to 
carry out the partition of Pales- 
tine by stages instead of a short 
space of time, as proposed by the 
British Royal Commission. 
Meanwhile, in Zurich, Felix M. 
Warburg, American Jewish finan- 
cier and philanthropist, made a 
strong plea for a Jewish-Arab 
round table conference. 


Speaking at the Council of the 
| Jewish Agency for Palestine, he 
irejected the assertions of the Brit- 
ish Royal Commission that peace 
'with the Arabs was impossible. 


| He added that American non- 
Zionists may be compelled to break

Further Details Given of At- 
tacks on Merchant Ships 
on High Seas.

ISTANBUL, Aug. 19.—The Span- 
ish Government freighter Amuru 
was reported today to have been 
attacked and driven aground off 
Gallipoli, Turkey, by an unidentified 
submarine. 

The ship was fired on last night 


almost at the same spot in the 
Dardanelles where another Spanish 
Government merchantman, the Ciu- 
dad de Cadiz, was sunk by a sub- 
marine four days ago. 

The crew of the Amuru was 
picked up by the Turkish Steamer 
Kemal after the freighter was 
grounded. The vessel was in dan- 
ger of breaking up. The Amuru’s 
cargo consisted largely of wheat 
from Russia.

VALENCIA, Spain, Aug. 19.—A 
veritable naval blockade is being 
carried out by Italian warships 
operating on the high seas against 
Spanish merchant vessels, the Gov- 
ernment charged yesterday. 

Following the disclosure yester- 
day of the circumstances attending 
the sinking of the Campeador, the 
Ministry of Defense made public 
details of the sinking Aug. 13 of 
the Conde Abasolo by an Italian 
torpedo boat. The crew of 23 has 
just arrived at Algiers. 

According to the sttaement of the 
captain before the Spanish Consul 
there, the Conde Abasolo was spot- 
ted east of Sicily by two Italian 
airplanes Aug. 12. 

The following day, off Cape Bon, 
Tunisia, six Italian warships drew 
near to reconnoiter.. At nightfall 
one of the ships, a torpedo boat of 
modern type with two funnels, 
swept the Conde Abasolo with 
searchlight and maneuvered to @ 
position broadside on. At 9 p. m. 
the warship’s lights were switched 
off and a torpedo was fired, which 
hit the Conde Abasolo. The crew 
took to the boats and arrived safe- 
ly at Algiers. 

Other incidents in what amounts 
to open but unacknowledged war, 
if the government’s charges are 
correct, are steadily accumulating. 

The government announced that 
the steamer Aldecora had been 
forced to take refuge in Algiers to 
escape the attacks of an Italian 
destroyer.

Will It Go With the Wind? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NDER the caption, “Explaining a Best 

Seller,” a noted book critic gives her 
impression of the novel, “Gone With the 
Wind,” in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 16. 
It is presumptuous for a farmer, 83 years 
old, and with scant instruction from the 
schools, to enter this discussion. But fools 
rush in—and the impressions of a com- 
mon mind may be of value. 

First, as to the novel’s bulk. No man 
ever wrote thus. It is as garrulous as an 
old Irishwoman’s talk. The critic says: 
“The Civil War has always been popular 
as a fiction subject.” We have but to 
recall Stephen Crane, Winston Churchill 
and others. Judge Albion W. Tourgee 
wrote his book, “A Fool’s Errand,” de- 
scriptive of Miss Mitchell’s topic, relat- 
ing the meaning of the Ku Klux Klan 
and the spirit of the South, which became 
a second “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” and is in- 
structive reading yet, after 50 years. 

But why this best seller? Throughout 
all fiction, the heroine has been desig- 
nated as a creature of exalted life. This 
book brings in the element of surprise, 
curiosity. I found myself turning page 
after page, to find what next infamy the 

~ heroine would enact. A despicable repro- 
bate. Our critic says “harlot.” Offers 
herself body and soul to a scoundrel and 
seemingly receives the price. 
- “Bereft of obscenity,” the critic says. 
Yet we are introduced to brothels. Rob- 
ert Loyi4 Stevenson wrote of swashbuck- 
ling, b heming sailors, but not a word 
of such occurs in all his writings. “You 
take from a book only what you bring to 
it.” Money is this heroine’s god. Is that 
ours? Is that what we brought to it? 

The author is described by the critic as 
not an artist, but a great story-teller. The 
three great qualities of a book are that it 
should interest, instruct, elevate. Exam- 
“ined by this criterion, this “great story- 
teller” interests, but fails utterly other- 
wise. 

Is the book’s popularity a startling 
commentary on our mid-twentieth cen- 
tury American mentality? There are 
books of time and of a day. My intel- 
ligent sister says, “Destroy it.” No. In 
@ year, it will have gone with the wind.

MR. JUSTICE BLACK. 


Opposition to the confirmation of Senator Black 
as Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, bitter and 
fervent though it was, lacked impressive numbers 
when the vote was taken. Having rejected, 66 to 15, 
a motion to return the nomination to the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, his colleagues approved the ap- 
'pointment, 63 to 16. As a consequence, when the 
| Supreme Court reconvenes in October, a decidedly 
“liberal” Democrat from the Deep South will sit in 
the seat of a “conservative” Republican of the Old 
West, Willis Van Devanter, who retired in June at 
the age of 78, after holding his seat for 26 years. 

Although the traditional practice of immediate con- 
firmation of Senators was shattered by referring the 
nomination to committee, the Black confirmation five 
days later was, none the less, a victory for “sen- 
atorial courtesy.” The very body which fought 
the court-packing bill for six months and then killed 
it approved the appointment to the Supreme Court 
of one of the leading backers of the bill. It is scarce- 
ly possible that Mr. Black, had he been an outside 
supporter of the bill and not a Senator, would now 
be awaiting induction into office as a member of the 
nation’s highest tribunal. 

That it was a triumph of “senatorial courtesy” be- 
comes all the more apparent when the vote is com- 
pared with those on the nomination of Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justice Brandeis. In 1930, Mr. Hughes, 
a former member of the court, was again seated, but 
not until 26 Senators had voted against him. Mr. 
Brandeis, in 1916, was opposed finally by 22 Senators. 
And yet Senator Black, after the bitterest Supreme 
Court controversy in history, in which he played a 
leading part on the losing side, is elevated to the 
bench with only 10 Republicans and six Democrats 
dissenting! 

This is not to _sondemn either the appointment or 
the confirmation, but to indicate the practical poli- 
tics of a selection from the Senate at this time. As 
we said in comment on the appointment itself, if the 
senior Senator from Alabama is not the best ap- 
pointee, he is far from the worst. He has shown 
himself, by his work in the Senate, since 1927, to be 
a man of great industry, who has developed under 
increasing responsibilities. Some of the opposition 
to the appointment was directed at Senator Black 
himself; much of it would have been raised against 
anyone President Roosevelt would have appointed. 
Mr. Hoover’s protest that the Supreme Court is 
now “one-ninth packed” is inaccurate and unfair. 
Senator Black may be a New Dealer, but the va- 
cancy which he fills occurred_in a normal way. Jus- 
tice Van Devanter voluntarily gave up his seat, as 
many others before him had done, and a successor 
was appointed. There are notable exceptions—the 
appointment of Justice Cardozo, for example—but, 
by and large, Presidents have appointed Justices sym- 
pathetic with their own philosophies. Court-packing 
implies enlargement of the court. Mr. Black on the 
bench packs it no more than did certain appointments 
by Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Wilson and Harding, as we said during 
the fight on the court-packing bill. 

As for the complaint that Senator Black does not 
possess the “judicial temperament,” it assumes its 
proper importance when seen in the light of history. 
Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, then president of Harvard, 
and seven former presidents of the American Bar 
Association went to Washington 21 years ago to fight 
confirmation of Justice Brandeis because, in their 
view, he had been so fervent an advocate of social 
causes that he could not be a fair Judge. Six years 
ago, a group of Senators led by Norris and Borah did 
their best to prevent the return of Chief Justice 
Hughes to the bench on the ground that his cor- 
poration practice precluded adequate consideration of 
the civil rights of ordinary citizens. And yet the 
work of Brandeis and Hughes on the Supreme Court 
has been a veritable striving for fairness which is 
in the best traditions of the American judiciary. 
Those who make this complaint also fofget the 
case of John Marshall. Marshall was a rabid Fed- 
eralist, who most certainly would have been dis- 
qualified by the “judicial temperament” test. So par- 
tisan a supporter of Hamilton’s fiscal policies was 
he, that, even after his appointment as Chief Justice, 
he continued to deliver purely political speeches. But 
he gradually found his place on the bench, grew in 
stature as his responsibilities increased and today is 
remembered as the judicial statesman whose high- 
minded exposition of the Constitution preserved the 
handiwork of the Founding Fathers. 

Mr. Black’s first words after the vote of the Sen- 
ate are acredit to him. “The confirmation is a great 
honor, and it calls for the best a man has in him,” 
he said. “I will give that position the best that is 
in me.” 

Confirmation to the bench of Marshall and Taney, 
of Harlan and Holmes, is, indeed, a great honor. It 
is Mr. Justice Black’s distinction to be President 
Roosevelt's first appointee to the court in more than 
four momentous years in office. It will be his fate 
to have his work scrutinized as no other Justice in 
years. We wish for him continued growth in the 
public service. }

The Board of Fund Commissioners has decided to 
receive bids for the controversial Missouri bonds next 
Saturday morning at 9 o’clock. 

But it has cunningly hedged its proposal with such 
harsh, ambiguous and unprecedented requirements as 
to make it exceedingly doubtful if any responsible 
investment firm will meet them. 

Clearly, the purpose of the board is to discourage 
bids and therefore claim vindication for its scan- 
dalous action in selling the bonds at a private sale 
to Baum, Bernheimer & Co. of Kansas City. 

The jokers are numerous. 

In the first place, the Saturday morning perform- 
ance will not be a sale at all. Bids will:merely be 
received subject to a possible resale in the future. 
No bidder has any assurance that such a resale will 
be held. 

An arbitrary premium of $150,000 has been fixed, 
$50,000 more than Baum, Bernheimer & Co. paid, 
though at any proper bond auction, this is un- 
heard of. 

Cash must be laid on the barrelhead, when the 
usual practice would be to deposit only 1 per cent 
in cash. Baum, Bernheimer & Co. put down only 
$30,000. The new bidder must put down $3,150,000 
plus. 

The deal must be made as of July 20, the date of 
the private sale. : 

The bidder must compensate the State for any in- 
crease in the bond market between July 20 and 
Aug. 21. 

All bids are subject to legal action and if some 
way should be found to tie the whole thing up, the 
successful bidder would be without the use of his 
$3,150,000 plus until the action is terminated. 

Such is the nature of the board’s proposition. 

It is trying to save its face.

But I had read that this Denver conference 
was coming off, and had seen only sketchy 
press accounts of its proceedings, and I 
wanted to know more about it. So when 
I heard in a roundabout way that a Mis- 
sissippi County darky had actually attend- 
ed, officially representing the Missouri divi- 
sion of the Southern Tenant Farmers’ Union, 
I forgot my dignity and sent for him. Sure- 
ly, if our cotton workers are going to or- 
ganize on us, we planters ought to know 
what is going on.

It looks like the Denver conference, which 
resulted in a hook-up between organized 
farm labor and the C I O, may mark the 
beginning of an end to the utter helplessness 
of Southern cotton labor. But before dis- 
cussing such a gloomy prospect, I want to 
tell about this cropper’s bald head. I asked 
him about it, but not out of vulgar curiosity. 
It came about naturally. 

He was so charged with organizing zeal, 
born of his Denver experience, and as he 
told me how he was going day and night, 
talking at union meetings, I remarked that 
he was too old to hold out long at the gait 
he was going. He said: “I’m not old. You're 
just looking at my bald head. I’m only 42.” 
Then he told me with relish how he had ac- 
quired this deceptive mark of age. 

He told me that in his youth, like many 
other young bucks, he had coveted straight 
hair that he could comb like the white folks 
did. The mode then was clipped close on 
the sides, but long on top, and combed back 
with a rakish sweep. Of course, frequent 
applications of a hair-straightening agent 
were needed to get the desired effect. But 
one day, along came a stranger who would 
sell a preparation guaranteed to straighten 
out all the kinks once and for all. He pur- 
chased a bottle and applied it generously. 
It practically dissolved all the hair and blis- 
tered the scalp clear down to the bone. Not 
a hair, straight or kinky, has sprouted since,

But what does this new hook-up of the 
S T F U and the C I O mean to the cotton 
country and to cotton planters? Does it 
have any significamce at all? Of course it 
has, aithough no one can guess when and 
how the inevitable changes will come on ac- 
count of it. The S T F U came into being 
only a few years ago, probably as the out- 
growth of the budding industrialization of 
cotton-growing in the high-yield delta area. 
By industrialization, I mean the stiffening 
by planters of the share-crop terms, and 
especially the turning from traditional share- 
cropping to day-labor in cotton-growing. 

The share-cropper, on whatever terms, has 
a stake in the crop and a precarious security 


of sorts, which he is loath to endanger by 
overt union activity. But when he is turned 
into an occasional day laborer, he has very 
little to lose and moves more openly to or- 
ganization. 

The S T F U membership embraces both 
white and Negro cotton workers. This rec- 
ognition of economic unity strong enough 
to neutralize their long-burning race an- 
tagonism is perhaps the most amazing thing 
about this young and seemingly vigorous or- 
ganization. And it is a most alarming thing 
to us planters, because the whites have often 
been played against the blacks, and vice 
versa, very effectively in time of labor dis- 
agreement, 

Another surprising thing is the extent to 
which well-established and contented share- 
croppers, and even tenants owning their 
own teams, have joined the union. I sup- 
pose they sense the threat of complete in- 
dustrialization, with possibly the mechanical 
cotton picker in the offing, and feel the 


need of solidarity.

I learn that the union has been quietly at 
work in my county for two years. Planters 
have hardly noticed it and are not much 
concerned. We are like everybody else—we 
can’t believe that important changes are 
coming until they are actually on top of us. 

We have not even troubled to break up 
and terrorize the union meetings. Maybe we 
won't do that very much. They do it in 
Arkansas and they tried it in Pemiscot 
County, Mo. But Gov. Stark disapproved. 
If he is going to be “legal” about it, we may 
need to curb our natural disposition to mop 
up with this upstart unionism. But it goes 
without saying that we will not surrender, 
without a struggle, the complete dominance 
we have always enjoyed and which seems 
perfectly natural and right to us. 

The S T F U has not been without friends 
during its brief existence, but it has been al- 
most without money. What changes in its 
policies and energy will come of this new 
affiliation with the C I O remains to be 
seen. The grant of a substantial organiza- 
tion fund out of the C I O war chest can 
hardly fail to stimulate activity. 

Well, if it comes about that I can np long- 
er get my labor for practically nothing, I 
may at least observe with active interest the 
progress, mistakes and achievements of a 
militant farm labor organization. That will 
be something new in the cotton country, and 
may prove to be entertainment worth paying 
for. ; THAD SNOW.

UNDER SHANGHAI GUND 


Air Raid Interrupts Marketing 
—(sas Cut Off, She Uses 
Charcoal Stove.

| SHANGHAI, Aug. 19.—The war 
caught me with a market basket 
‘in my arm. That was last Satur- 
day, and since then we have had 


air bombs, artillery duels, machine- 
gun battles and infantry assaults. 
It’s getting worse every day. 

Last Saturday I started out, as 
‘usual, to do my week-end shopping 
at a Chinese market. Vegetables, 
| meats and other foodstuffs were 
plentiful, but prices had doubled 
|overnight. Along with scores of 
‘other women, I threw away my 
prepared list and took what I could 
| get. 

_ As I was leaving the market, 
| there was a terrific commotion. 
‘Somebody called out, “Air raid!” 
|'Heavy iron shutters

ical inrush of frightened, helpless | 
C\inese humanity, mostly refugees, | 


who were scurrying to safety.

Looking up, we saw the heavens |

_bomb dropped. Anti-aircraft guns 
began a stuttering, staccato fire 
which made the sky an inferno. 

But I was more fascinated than 
frightened, because it was my bap- 
'tism of fire. 

Strangely, there was no panic 
among the Chinese clerks and 
\Salesmen. One of them continued | 
calmly sweeping the floor. | 

After an intensive air bombing, 
things became quieter. I returned 
to my shopping. 

During the last five days it has 
been a succession of listening to 
the almost continuous bombing and 
shelling, \rushing from window to 
window or to the roof to get a view 
of air raids which occur several 
times daily, tuning in on hourly | 
radio broadcasts of latest news. 
from the front, and, in between. 
trying to adjust my household to | 
@ new routine of living. 

Not receiving our daily bottle 
of milk was the first’ break in 
routine, but as long as the supply 
of canned milk holds out, that is 
mot much of a problem. 

Household Substitutes. 

The city gas supply was cut off | 
yesterday as a precaution against | 
fire. Now our entire cooking is 
done on a little clay stove which | 
[ borrowed from my Chinese cook

The ter supply and electric | 
lights are still all right, but I’ve 
put in a supply of bottled water 
for emergencies, togethe with | 
plenty of candles, two lanterns and 
acan of kerosene.

have stopped running. Gasoline | 
for private cars is being conserved | 
jealously. | 

The danger of being struck by 
stray pieces of shrapnel from anti- | 
aircraft guns while walking or 
riding in the streets keeps us all 
close to home. 

It may be “undeclared” war, but 
it's a war to destroy one’s nerves 
and try one’s soul.

Ouick Dishes and_ Easily 
Served Meat Loaves Part of 
Daily Routine. 


Hot weather means less enter- 
taining, as a rule, because we hate 
the trouble of serving a meal, but 
this year instead of curtailing en- 
tertaining, let’s have simple serve- 


yourself meals, served on the porch 
if one is available. Such meals are 
no more bother than an easy fam- 
ily meal, and they are most en- 
joyable. 

The meat loaf is an ideal main 
dish for the serve-yourself meal, 
because this is good either hot or 
'cold. It may be made in a loaf 
| pan and sliced for each guest to 
| help himself, or it may be baked 
| in individual muffin tins, with one 
for each person to be served. 

As to the kinds of meat loaves, 
there are as many probably as there 
are cooks, because it is the little 
touches of seasoning which make 
one different from another.

YEAR’S DELAY IN U, S.-BRITISH

Bill Providing for Co-operation 
With Foreign Countries Tied

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Inaug- 
uration of trans-Atlantic air mail 
and passenger service between the 
United States and Great Britain 
will be delayed at least a yenr, 
congressional sponsors said today, 
unless special legislation is enacted.

of Senate pages. He is the only 


|son of a Senator or Representative 


serving as a page, and is believed 
to be tee first Senator's son to re- 
ceive such an appointment. 

The page jobs are on the patron- 


age list, being allocated among the 


members of Congress by the pa- 
tronage committees. At the present 
time, there are 22 pages in the Sen- 
ate, 19 Democrats and three Re- 
publicans, and 41 in the House. 
The Senate pages, who range in 
age from 12 to 16 years, must re- 
port on the floor for duty each 
morning at 9:30 o'clock. If they are 
late for this roll call they are pun- 
ished, usually being given a “night,” 
which means the offender must re- 
main on duty until tne very last

|Senator and employe has left for 
| the day. For the most part, they are

boys call this the “sob‘ run,” this 
being their abbreviation of Senate 
office building.

OME of their duties are rooted in 
Q senate tradition, and tradition, as 

might be supposed, seems to the 
boys a poor excuse indeed for the 
performance of otherwise useless 
labor. Back in the old days, before 
the invention of blotting pdper, 
the Senators used sand to dry their 
signatures. No Senaror today would 
| think of using the sand in the little 
| gilass bottle on his desk, but the 
pages nevertheless must fill each 
'of them with fresh sand once a 
year. 


| Another such job is the filling of 
‘the Senate snuff boxes. This was 
a serious matter around the turn 
of the century, for the Senators 
then were fond of their snuff and 
woe unto the unlucky page who neg- 
lected to provide an ample supply. 
However, no member of the Sen- 
ate has used snuff since Senator 
Overman of North Carolina died in 
1930, but the two lacquer boxes must 
be filled with a fresh supply each 
week just in case some Senator 
might decide he'd like a pinch one 
of these days. 

For many years the boxes were 
in charge of “Capt.” Isaac Bassett, 
whose officia] title was “Assistant 
Doorkeeper and Custodian of the 
Senate Snuff Boxes.”” When her 
tired, the Senate presented him 
with two personal snuff boxes in 
recognition of his long and faithful 
service. 


When the morning chohes are 
done the boys are given 20 minutes 
for lunch. (They asked for 30 min- 
utes, but were turned down). At 
11:45 all of the boys must be in the 
chamber, and 10 minutes later they 
line up in front of the Speaker's 
platform while the daily prayer is 
said. 

Two of the boys are assigned to 
the revolving door on the Demo- 
cratic side and two more on the 
Republican side. Their duties for the 


most identical in appearance. 

When the. session § starts, 
pages take positions on each side 
of the rostrum and wait for the 
snapping of fingers which means 
that a Senator wants service. What- 
ever the Senator wants—a pack of 
cigarettes, glass of water or a copy 
of a bill or resolution—he gets in a 
hurry. Visitors in the galleries 
often marvel at the speed with 
which the youngsters get around 
the chamber. They can take the 
sharp turns into the aisles at a dead 
run, and rarely has one been seen 
to stumble or fall. 

In addition to these personal 
services, each page is responsible 
for five desks, and must keep each 
up to date with a file of the Con- 
gressional Record and pending 
bills. 

Should a page be guilty of any 
discourtesy to a Senator, he is 
taken to the cloak room and lec- 
tured before his fellows by the as- 
sistant secretary to majority or mi- 
nority, depending on which side of 
the chamber the offense occurred. 
If the discourtesy is of a serious 
nature, the page is subject to sus- 
pension or dismissal, but’ such 
cases have been very rare. 

The initiating or hazing of new 
pages is indulged in by the older 
pages and some Senators. To say 
the most for it, the brand of humor 
is of the high school variety. 

One of Senator McNary’s .avor- 
les is to send a new page to look 
for “Senator Sorghum.” This is an 
old one, but all the new boys seem 
to fall for it and most of them 
spend several hours running 
around the Capitol and Senate Of- 
fice Building before finally realiz- 
ing that “Senator Sorghum” is 
non-existent. Another stunt is to 
give a new boy a dollar bill with 
instructions to have it changed into 
six quarters, a half dollar and a 
nickel. There have actually been 
cases in which pages who were 
weak in mathematics made deter- 
mined efforts to get the desired 
change. 

Senator King of Utah has been 
known to send freshman pages;on 
hunts for a “bill stretcher,” a bad- 
ly worn joke that is comparable 
to the “rubber type” search that 
some boys make when they get 
their first jobs on newspapers. 

Some pages will spend an hour 
or so looking for “telephone 
rings” or a hot water bottle when 
the thermometer is standing at 95 
degrees, but for the most part it 
doesn't take the newcomers long 
to “get wise.” All of the boys 
take their hazing in good: grace, 
apparently considering it part of 
the job. 

Boys being what they are, the 
pages sometimes indulge in a little 
horseplay among themselves, some- 
times with embarrassing  conse- 
quences. 

Sometimes the pages go in for 
things a little more serious than 
boyish fun. One of these was a
